LONDON, Oct. 21.~There i @ general be- 
lief here that the directors of the Bank of 
England at their regular weekly meeting 
to-morrow will raise the discount rate from 
3 to 4 percent. :

The Times in its financial article to-day |" 7 
says: : 


“A rise in the bank rate is almost inevit- 
able Thursday. Considering that the rate of 
exchange does not make gold exports profit- 
able, it cannot be doubted that a premium 
is being paid to the houses undertaking 
these gold shipme by the American 
banks, whose clients are securing it for 
hoarding purposes. Therefore, it is calcu- 
lated that if Mr. McKinley is elected most 
of this hoarded gold will eventually find its 
way back.“ 

The newspapers agree in stating that 
the flow of gold to America must be stopped. 

The St. James Gazette says: 

“According to exchange experts, even the 
present rate does not allow a margin of 
profit to shippers so that a premium on 
gold is evidently paid in New York by those 
who are 60 nervous in regard to the political 
situation as ‘to insist upon hoarding gold. 
This is a striking comment on the cocksure- 
ness of the Republicans anent the defeat 
of Bryan. It is also obvious that the very 
rapid advance in wheat adds considerably 
to the power of the Americans to draw on 
the European gold supply and unless the 
directors of the bank are prepared to allow 
the reserve to suffer a further large dimuni- 
tion a rise in the rate to-morrow may be 
counted on as certain. So far as we can 
judge, however, the amount of the reserve 
to-morrow will be £25,500,000 and when we 
deduct the sum of ten millions which has 
to be set aside against the Japanese bal- 
ance, the total is none too large. Considering 
the autumn witn™:.awals to Scotland, just 
as a beginning the Stock Exchange was 
fully prepared for a rise in the bank rate 
last week, so there will be no sudden col- 
lapse in prices.”

Spaniards Vie With the Natives in 
Putting Prisoners to Shock- 


SAN FRANCISCO; Cal, Oct. 21.—Cuban 
atrocities are mild compared to those tak- 
ing place in the Philippine Islands, where 
the Spaniards are trying to suppress a re- 
volt of the natives.

The Spaniards are doing their best to 
keep the news of these atrocities from 
leaving the islands, opening and inspecting 
all the mail. They particularly desired to 
keep unknown the death of thirty-eight 
prisoners in one night in the Black Hole.” 


SHOT HIMSELF. 


Dramati¢ Suicide of W. T. Rambusch, 
Who Robbed So Many Wis- 
consin People. 


FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Oct. 21.—W. Tt 
Rambusch, the defaulting banker of Juneau, 
Wis., shot himself in the right temple last 
night in this city, dying instantly: His 
body was found sitting on a bench in the 
National Cemetery still grasping the pistol 
with which the suicide was committed. He 
arrived here a week ago and registered at 
the Hotel as C. T. Anderson, and since 
that has been visiting the battle fields in the 
vicinity of Fredericksburg. About $100 was 
found on his person,

Bury 
me here, not in Wisconsin. I have money 
enough to pay all expenses.

the result must be that these missionaries 
must be withdrawn and that the work of 
preaching the religion must be retarded be- 
cause greed and avarice are enthroned in 
a Government by those who are rich, and 
want to be richer, regardless of the disas- 
ter that comes to them.

It is oper- 
ated by agents, for the most part, and the 
directors and stockholders have but a re- 
mote influence in conducting them, and 
these great corporations have combined to- 
gether, and under the wanton crush of their 
competition have destroyed every rival. 
They then fix the price of what you eat and 
drink and wear and collect tribute from us, 
and when we protest against the spoliation 
of society they call us Anarchists and dis- 
turbers of the peace and stirrers up of dis- 


“T want you to love law and order. I want 
you to love peace and security, and to un- 
derstand that the greatest menace to law 
and security is found, not in the humbie 
violators of the law, but in those great 
corporations that assume to be greater than 
the Government itself.“ 

The last speech at Youngstown was de- 
livered to emg hs: 1 near the depot, who 
had congregated there in such numbers that 
the candidate could not make his way from 
the carriage to the platform.

He 
took the bor mmissioner’s records that 
treated of the terrible strikes of 1876-77 and 
other years. From the figures of Carroll D. 
Wright, he showed that within a period of 
six months no less than 439,000 men were

He showed how the gold standard had 
centralized the money power and had built 
up an oligarchy. He had the official records 
that showed that one-half of the assessable 
wealth of the United States was held by 
25,000 men, that 110 men owned one-seven- 
teenth of the entire wealth of the country, 
that sixty-seven men in the city of Pitts- 
burg alone were assessed at above one mil- 
lion. He took it that a million-dollar assess- 
ment by a tax assessor represented many 
times that amount. 

He showed that in the city of Cleveland, 
Mark, Hanna’s town,“ there were sixty- 
‘three hen assessed at a total of over $300, - 
000,000. Taking the commercial agencies’ re- 
ports hé showed the immense wealth cen- 


tered in a limited circle in New York City.

Mrs, Elizabeth Loehr, aged 78, who lost 
the title to her home, 1310 North Fifteenth 
street, by signing a deed which she claims 
she thought was a will, is still living at 
that place with her only relative, an aged 
sister-in-law. 

Mrs. Loehr’s sister-in-law is also aged 78. 
The two feeble old women occupy a single 
room on the ground floor of Mrs. Loehr's 
house. Other rooms are rented, but Mrs. 
Lehr claims that her intended beneficiary, 


Rudolph Klipp, a carpenter living at 4228 
Lee avenue, has been collecting the rents as 
his own. 

Mrs. Loehr is unable to walk on account 
of infirmity due to age. The rent paid to 
her by her roomers has been the source of 
her livelihood for several years. 

The cutting off of this revenue since Klipp 
filed his deed to the property a few months 
ago and then transferred it to C. F. Wilson 
for a consideration of 35, has caused the two 
old women to suffer from privation. 

Their condition and the sad story of 
Mrs. Loehr’s intended generosity and the 
manner in which she says she was de- 
ceived have appealed te the generosiv 
of members of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Immanuel Church, 1512 Morgan street, to 
‘which the old women have belonged for 
a long time. Only their assistance has 
prevented absolute’ want to confront Mrs. 
Loehr beneath her own. roof ang beside 
her own: hearth. 

Mrs. Loehr retold the story she had 
given Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson Tuesday of the manner in which 
she has lost her property. She added 
that she had known Rudolph Klipp for 
more than two years. For over a year he 
was constantly asking her, she said, to 
make a will.
